The Virginia Pollution Abatement (VPA) General Permit Regulation Poultry Waste Management 
(9 VAC 25-630) has been amended, where applicable, to reflect changes to 40 CFR Parts 9, 
122, 123, and 412 as published in the Federal Register Volume 68, No. 29, dated February 12, 
2003. 
 
The VPA General Permit Regulation for Poultry Waste Management 9VAC25-630 governs the 
authority to manage pollutants from confined poultry feeding operations, including storage and 
land application of animal wastes at operations having 200 or more animal units.  A new general 
permit regulation 9VAC25-191 has been adopted in accordance with §62.1-44.17:1 of the Code 
of Virginia to regulate certain animal feeding operations (including poultry) that meet the federal 
definition of concentrated animal feeding operation (CAFO).  CAFO’s will be regulated under the 
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Virginia Pollution Discharge Elimination System (VDPES) permits as required by the federal 
CAFO rule, which became effective April 14, 2003.  9VAC25-191 affects a subset of the poultry 
feeding operations currently regulated by 9VAC25-630.  This action is being taken to amend 
9VAC25-630 to exclude the poultry feeding operations that will be regulated by 9VAC25-191, 
and to make it consistent with the requirements of the proposed regulation.   
 
Amendments to the VPA general permit for poultry waste management will become effective on 
January 1, 2006.

On August 31, 2004, the State Water Control Board approved amendments to the Virginia 
Pollution Abatement General Permit Regulation for Poultry Waste Management, 9 VAC 25-630-
10 et seq.  The regulation will be effective 30 days following publication in the Virginia Register. 
 
The State Water Control Board will receive, consider and respond to petitions by any interested 
person at any time with respect to reconsideration or revision. 
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Assess the impact of this regulatory action on the institution of the family and family stability including to 
what extent the regulatory action will: 1) strengthen or erode the authority and rights of parents in the 
education, nurturing, and supervision of their children; 2) encourage or discourage economic self-
sufficiency, self-pride, and the assumption of responsibility for oneself, one’s spouse, and one’s children 
and/or elderly parents; 3) strengthen or erode the marital commitment; and 4) increase or decrease 
disposable family income.  
               
 
Because poultry feeding operations are currently regulated in Virginia, and this action serves 
only to transfer the regulatory mechanism governing select poultry feeding operations from the 
VPA regulatory system to the VPDES regulatory system, it is not expected to have significant 
impact on family or family stability.
